This letter is in further response to your correspondence, dated July 29, 2019, to the U.S. Census 
Bureau’s Freedom of I n f ormation Act (FOIA) Office. We received your request in this office on 
July 29, 2019, and have assigned to it tracking number DOC-CEN-2019-001872. We are 
responding under the FOIA to your request for: 

1. All documents exchanged between the US Census bureau and all entities, including 
external contractors, in charge of printing the paper documents supporting the 
upcoming 2020 Census, October 1, 2018 onward, comprising: 

a. all versions of forms, instructions, and guides in English and Spanish destined 
for enumerators or citizens, including any which may be printed 
prospectively. 

b. all records and correspondence relative quantities and delivery schedules, and 
any variation thereto, including any discussion, queries, or instructions 
relative to deferments, amendments, etc. 

According to our records, on August 12, 2019, we advised you: 

• Pursuant to Title 15, Code of Eederal Regulations, Section 4.4(c), records requested must 
be described in enough detail to enable Department personnel to locate them with a 
reasonable amount of effort. Currently, your request does not clearly describe the records 
sought, and therefore, does not constitute a proper request, under the FOIA.
